‘QUARANTINE AT COOKTOWN, 

. Tt would seom that the quarantine ‘auth- 
orlties-at: Cooktown are: -carrying. their 
regulations to & very absurd point, and one 
cannot help thinking that the .antl-Ohinese 
spirit of the Colonies is finding an outlet in 
this direction, Captain Macdonald, of the: 
atcamer Gulley af Lorne, was charged before 
the Polico Magistrate. of Cooktown. with 
having committéd » breach of the Harbour 
Regulations, in that he moved hig veasel a 
mile and a half nearer shore after he bad 
been visited by the Harbour authorities. 
Tho Cooktown Courier’ gives a teport, the 
defence heing:aa follows :— ‘ 

John Macdonald, Captain of the’ Galley 
o Lorne, stated that he arrived here on the 
8th of April; it was dark when ho arrived, 
and picked up the Pilot by the boat show- 
ing a light ; when the Pilot came alongside 
he said he had orders not to board him, but 


would take the. vessel to an anchorage ;- 


when the aichor was down ‘the “Pilot said 
he would leave the vessel where sho was at 
present, and. would take her.in the next 
morning to land the ‘passengers; the pilot 
did not give witnessacopy of the regulations, 
but he received them four days afterwards; 
there was great difficulty in getting provi- 
sions‘on board, where tho. vosnel was ying.
